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PREFACE. 



THIS Little BookhaH beeu printed, to assist ConfrregH' 
tioi.sand Schools iu the practice of CbauUiig, Siucemucbit> 
lefijiu tills desfription of n^asic, to the taste of the Singers; 
aod since, when many join together, this taste will vary; 
it has been thought desirable to secure the needful uni- 
formity, without forcing a too minute accordance, by 
printing the Psalms in versicles, with the muhical bars 
ujarked by transverse lines. 

'I'he Single Chant consists of two partif, one coniuiniDg 
three, and the other four biirs. The double Chant is 
exactly the same, repeated; and measures four versicles. 
Most %of the Piialmsin this Volume are arrau^red fur the 
latter: but the two may be employed indiscriminately, 
oiily attending to the following I ule: viz. that, when tv^o 
versicU's remain over from a double Chant at the end ol' 
the P.salm, (as in No 2,) the last hiilf of the Chant is to be 
repealed before the Doxolo^y ; or, the oth Doxology may 
be added to cooipieie tie Chant. 

The fii\st bar in each versicln may be of any length, 
(beyoud a semibreve,) according to the length of the lint' : 
the rule btiuir, that ail tlje words before the tirstbaf nsark 
sljouki be recited in the >ame time, and with the saniC ac- 
cents, that would be*.emp]o\ed by a reader withi>ut;Uhe 
muhic. A common error must be guarded against, of lay- 
' iiig a stress on the last syllable before the bar mark, or 
making a pause afier it. Unless the siresses and ihe 
pauses are given as they would be in good reading, -.-haut- 
iijg degenerates, from one of the most naluivil and inijues- 
sive ki!ids of sucred music, into an irreverend and 
njonoiuuous perfornjance. 

The word.s in each of the intermediate bars, are lo be 
sung to two nolt s. Soriieiimes one syllable has to be sung 
to both: sometimes two or more must be joined on one. 
The division is I. ol marked in this Volume; parily fronr* 
> fi ar of unnecessary complication; and aLso, because a 
tlivLsion which suit.sone Chant will not always suit another. 
When a hyphen appeal is after a bar n)i>rk, the s\ liable 
hefore it is to be coritinued for the first noteol Ihenev^ bar: 
if thei(i are two hyphens, fur Loth notes.

Some of the CbaDts are divided into parts : io some casps 
this is done for bre\ity^s salce; but in otbers,(as in Nos 33, 
34,) to allow of tbeir beiu^ suu^ in the Hebrew 
manner, by alternate choirs, both joining in the coDcludin|^ 
Doxology. — Nos. 62 and 88 should be snn^ to a chant 
which admits of change from Miuor to Major. — The re- 
sponsive Services are intended principally for the use of 
Sunday Schools; where the Chant will be found a valuable 
means of interesting the young in the poetical parts of the 
Sacred Scriptures. — The Second I>oxology was the one 
ordinarily sung in the early Christian Churcbes.-^Tbe 
Hymns at the close of the Volume are inserted for the 
, benefit of thoxe congregations which emplo}' the *' Hymns 
for the Christian Church and Home/' 

The Common Version has been priijcipally employed, for 
associatiouV sak(\ When a departure has been made, the 
Kditor hHs principally consulted the translations of Well- 
beloved in the Psalms, Job and Proverbs; and of Lowth in 
Isaiah. Omissions have been freely made, for the sake of 
brevity, or because of an apparent wnut of harmony be- 
tween the sentiments of the writer, and the sjarit of the 
Gospel dispensation. 

The Kditor hopes that this little Volume maybe the 
means of giving an increased intere.>t to the writings of 
holy men uf oid : and thus tend to the glory of that (lod, 
who, baviuu ;«poken in times pa^t t^irough the Prophets^ 
has now dechired his will to us more perfectly in the 
Gospel of his Son.
